AMENDING THE U.S. CONSTITUTION isn't 
easy, but that has not stopped two-term Rep. 
Ronald Mottl (D-Otiio) from trying: He introduced _ 
an anti-busing Amendment bill his first season on 
Capital Hill in 1975. Edwards refused to hold 
hearings on it then. Mottl circulated a discharge 
petition but got only 17 signatures. Congress- 
woman Mar jorie Holt (R-Md.) followed up with 
f one of her Own and got 64. 

This year, Mottl introduced his bill right after 
the 95th Congress got down to business in January . \ 
It has two key provisions: Section 1 ("No student 
shall; be compelled to attend public school other 
than the one nearest his residence") and Section 2 
( "The Congress shall have, the power to enforce by 
appropriate legislation the provisions of this 
article; and to insure equal educational 
opportunities for all students wherever located"). 

Despite' the reassurance of Section 2 and the 
implied encouragement for open enrollment 
programs, Chairman Edwards again refused to . 
hold hearings. 

THIS TIME, THOUGH, Mottl lined up allies 
from both sides of the aisle to help him gather 
signatures to bring the bill to the floor for debate. 
In fact, a six-member team held a Washington 
press conference ' jast week to announce their 
> progress. Mottl, Airs. Holt, Skip Bafalis (R-Fla.), 
Mario Biaggi (D-NY)., Steve Symms (R-Idaho) 
and Joe Waggonner (D-La) in their press 
statement said, "We sincerely believe in the 
neighborhood school. We furthermore believe that 
forced busing has ... caused white flight to the 
suburbs; it has caused resegregation of school 
systems ; it has pushed school systems to the brink 
of bankruptcy; and it has caused chaos and 
disorder in many cities." -. . 

CITING PUBLIC OPINION falls which show 
top-heavy majorities opposing court-ordered 
school busing, the six are hoping that a flood of 
letters from constituents will persuade at least 40 
more House members to sign the petition to bring 
the neighborhood school issue to the floor.

Several people called Allendale School for Boys 
after they read an article that appeared in this 
newspaper three months ago. . . . 

The article was titled "Ml Allendale Needs is 10 
Good Homes". 

As a result, some teenagers now have visiting or 
foster homes they did not have before. 

"Allendale staff and boys are pleased but are 
still needing homes for five more boys by June," 
said Wayeri E. Parthun, a school administrator. 

AS REPORTED EARLIER, Allendale is a 
private child care agency that provides foster 
family care, residential treatment, group home, 
andi diagnostic services: The foster family 
services are unique among foster care programs 
in that there is greater assistance given to the 
foster family. 

This begins with careful planning and matching 
of the youngster and the family. It continues with 
weekend visits that allow for a relationship to 
develop before the youngster moves into the foster 
home. When the move takes place, a foster care 
worker provides eight hours of assistance each 
month to ensure that the match-up is successful. 
. "All in all, this results in a very personal growth 
experience for all involved," Parthun said. 
m Ron and Mary Kay Giebelhaus of Antioch have 
been involved with Allendale for the past two 
years. The process they experienced is typical for 
Allendale resource homes. 
, . After an initial interview in their home and an 
orientation to the programs, they became a 
visiting home. Their first experience as a, visiting 
family was with a boy named Danny. Several . 
factors including interests, temperament, and 
Danny's needs as well as the Giebelhaus' wishes 
were considered in deciding whom Danny would 
visit. 

As it turned out, Danny visited briefly with them 
and later returned to his own family. 

The Giebelhauses are now a foster family home. 
for a 16-year-old boy named Stan. Stan's needs, 
were different from Danny's in that he needed a 
foster home for about one year while going to high 
school and preparing to return to his family. After 
having been a visiting home for two boys, by this 
time the Giebelhauses were ready and willing to 
consider becoming a foster family. The Giebel- 
hauses participated in a licensing study and 
obtained a foster license at this time. 



AFTER A FEW WEEKEND visits, Stan moved 
into his new foster home. As with any new foster 
family and foster child placement, there were 
mixed feeling, an initial honeymoon period, and 
adjustment problems. A foster care worker helped 
to prepare his move and has continued to work 
with the foster family, the natural family, and 
Stan. 

"This is an important aspect of the Allendale 
Foster Care Program since any family system is 
necessarily going to be changed by the 
introduction of a new member into the family," 
Parthun explained. , 

The changes and adjustment struggles have not 
been made without rewards. First of all, Stan has 
received nurturing encouragement and experi- 
enced success in school, his social life, and his 
family life that probably would not have come 
from his living in an institution. The Giebelhauses
